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- Ski Club wins reprieve

The.more than 20 year history of 
the Wilmington Ski Club nearly 
came to end last weck as 
Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Geraldine O'Donnell said the 
privately run club could no longer 
use school resources for publicity 
and organizational. purposes and 
club organizers decided against 
handling the club without benefit 
of school association. 

But the Wilmington School 

Committee stepped in Monday and 
voted unanimously to make the Ski 
Club a Classification "E" 
extracurricular school activity, 
which means it will function as an 
unbudgeted club under the auspices 
of the school committee. 
The committee will advertise the 
positions of club advisors, which 
will be awarded stipends from a 
fund raised by the club. 

The Ski Club has been run as 
essentially a private endeavor since 
it was cut by the school committee 
in 1989. At that time, the 
committee also voted to allow the 
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club to remain active under the 
guidance of Wilmington 
intermediate school teachers Bill 
Peabody and Frank Birmingham. 

O'Donnell, who has been 
superintendent since 1991, said she 
discovered last week that the club 
was being run using Wilmington's 
two intermediate schools to send 
out notices and receive telephone 
calls for the organization. 

O'Donnell said the use of schools 
for private endeavors violates the 
conflict of interest laws set forth in 
Ch, 286A of the Mass, Gen. Laws 
governing municipal employees, of 
which public school teachers are 
included. 

O'Donnell likened the Ski Club 
operation to a teacher advertising 
private, paid tutorial services to 
students at public schools in the 
system they work, 

"It was common knowledge [the 
organizers} were making a profit," 
O'Donnell said, but added that as a 
private group the Ski Club was not 
obligated to disclose financial 
records,

Electronic is filing coming to Mass

Will you file your state taxes 
electronically? 

“= There is no reason why your state 
“tax deposit cannot be filed in your 
account by telephone in the future! 

Thus spoke Mitchell Adams, at a 
Wilmington Chamber of Commerce 
breakfast, held at Rocco's 
Restaurant, 193 Main Street, the 
moming of November 22. There 
were about 30 members and guests 
present. 

Adams was appointed the 
Commissioner of the Massachusetts 
Department of Revenue, by 
Massachusetts Governor Weld, 
three years ago. He told those 
present how more than 100 
Massachusetts businesses began to 
file their corporate taxes by 
telephone on October 24. His talk 
was filmed by WCTV, and will 
undoubtedly appear on Wilmington 
tv sets.

Collection of delinquent accounts 
has increased over 20 percent. The 
Refund Time (waiting for refund of 
taxes) has Gropp from 30 days to 
24 or 25. 

Massachusetts now has the most 
advanced system for collecting taxes 
in any state in the United States. 
There are two other states which are 
engaged in programs similar to 
Massachusetts. Mississippi has 
progressed a little. The State of 
Illinois now handles about 15 
million returns annually. 

"We now have the same approach 
in Wage Attachments, We have a 
database for every person employed 
in the Commonwealth. We hve been 
receiving from the Federal 
Government every year 30 to 50 
thousand reports on taxes owed. We 
had a unit of 15 persons to create 
Notices of Assessment,’ based on 
notices of this type.” 

"In December there will be 15 
persons employed on this. In 
January the number will be five. 
The computer will send out all the 
date. It will be a sophisticated 
report. It will,do more than to 
simply ‘cope.

Don't be too surprised this 
Monday if you happen to see a two 
story house traveling the roads of 
Wilmington. The house will be en 
route from its old Woburn Street 
foundation to a new home on Salem 
Street at the residence of James and 
Susan Morris. 
The Woburn Street house will be 
laced on a newly poured 
jundation adjoined to the back of 


the Morris residence, effectively 


doubling the size of their current 
domicile. 

"It's a quick way of getting a lot of 
new space and two additional 
bathrooms," James Morris said. 

Susan Morris had the idea. The 
Morris' had been planning a new 
addition to their home to 
complement a new addition to their 
family - the Morris’ are expecting 
their second child "any time now," 
James Morris said, adding that the 
couple hopes the baby beats the 
house, so to speak. 

When James told Susan that a 
coworker of his was relocating and 
that her home at 318 Wobum Street 
was to be demolished to make way 
for a housing development 
constructed by local builder Paul 
Butt, Susan asked "Why not move 
it?" 

And move it they will, while in the 
process making everyone involved 
happy. 

"Once everybody has gotten over 
the initial shock," Morris. said, 
"everyone has been very helpful in 
making it happen.” 

Butt is happy because he doesn't 
have to spend manhours dismantling 
the house and hauling the pieces 
away. Metropolitan Building 
Movers, the professional crew 
handling the job, is happy because 
they are handling the job. The 
previous owner doesn't have to 
think of her old home being in 
house heaven. And, of course, the 
Morris' are happy - they're getting 
an addition at roughly 40 percent of 
what a-new one would have cost, 
James estimates. ° 

"It makes us happy because we 
would much rather see the house 
reused than razed and disposed of in 
a landfill,” he said. “It's kind of like 
the ultimate recycling. And now 
everybody is telling us what a great 
idea it is.” 

Not that it’s been, or is going to 
be, exactly easy. 

There have been those nagging, 
everyday questions the Morris’ have 
had to deal with, like "Is the road 


wide enough for the house to fit 
down?" and "Is that telephone pole 
in the way if somebody wants to 
move a house down the street?" 

Just "if" somebody should indeed 
want to move a house down the 
street, the answers to those eternal 
house moving questions appear to 
be going in the Morris’ direction, 
which in this case happens to be a 
very definite westerly across 
Wilmington. 

But they will find out for sure 
November 28, when Metropolitan 
will do the actual moving with the 
help of Wilmington Police, who 
will block off the road to allow the 
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massive house-tractor configuration 
to reach its destination. 

The final resting place for the 
100-somethingyear old house is 
right in the Morris' backyard, 
where it will be given a fresh coat of 
paint and other new accouterments ° 
to match those of its new friend, : 
also over 100 years old. 

The two structures, once 
cross-town neighbors, now bosom 
buddies, will be given a breezeway 
to make the unification complete. 

Morris thinks the dwelling 
melding will be a smooth one. 

"They're both sort of two old 
houses, so they work together,” he 
said. 


Parking ban on 
for Dec 1*

Remember snow? While we've all 
enjoyed a pleasantly temperate fall 
season, meteorologists, almanacs 
and war veterans with trick knees 
all tell us we're going to get buried 
in the white stuff again this winter. 

In any case, this is New England, 
it's lawe November, 2 + 2 = 4, if 
there were a World Serics the Red 
Sox wouldn't have won it, and the 
snows are coming. 

And with the wonderfully wicked 
white wet stuff comes the Town of 
Wilmington winter parking ban. 

With that in mind, the Wilmington 
Police Department and the 
Department of Public Works wish 
to remind Wilmington residents that 
beginning December 1, parking on 
public roadways in the town is 
prohibited from one to six in the 
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morning, each day of the week. 

Specifically, according to Section 
19 of the Town of Wilmington 
By-laws, "No persons shall leave 
any vehicle parked upon a public 
way or a way to which the public 
has a right of access in such a 
manner that will interfere with the 
plowing or removal of snow or the 
removal of ice therefrom.” 

The town parking ban by-law is in 
effect until April 1 and carries a 
maximum $50 fine for each offense, 
with each day of obstruction 
counting as a separate offense. 

Vehicles left unattended on ways 
to which the public has a right may 
also be towed, with the owner of 
said vehicle liable for the cost of 
removal and any storage charges 
that might apply.

Making sewage history

Believe it or not, the quality of 
Boston harbor is getting better. 
Some pundits would argue that 
given the amount of money that is 
being spent on the cleanup, it should 
be better than Perrier water. 

The MWRA points to the 
elimination of sludge discharges, 
greater recreational activities and a 
6.5 percent reduction of sewer 
overflows as proof of the 
improvement in the harbor. Other 
indicators of an improving 
ecosystem are a reduction in beach 
closings due to bacteria from 60 in 
1989 to only 19 in 1993 and the 
reduction in toxic contamination of 
shellfish. 

Because of its notoriety, many 
people know about the MWRA and 
the pollution of Boston Harbor. 
Few, however, know the history of 
one of the nation's oldest sewer 
systems, 

In 1876, the state Legislature 
approved the construction of what 
was called the Boston Main 
Drainage System. It took seven 
years to build the collection system 
that took sewage from 18 cities and 
towns in greater Boston to holding 
tanks on Moon Island. Disposal at 
that time consisted of treatment by 
dilution - release the sewage from 
the tanks with the outgoing tide. 

The Metropolitan Sewerage 
District, the forerunner to the MDC 
and MWRA, was formed in 1889. It 
as the first regional sewer system in 
the country. During the carly 1900s 
the system expanded to more homes 
and more communitics, It became 
Tecognized as one of the best 
systems in the country, in spite of 
the fact that it still did not provide 
any type of treatment. The tides 
were still relied upon to disperse the 
sewage. 

Eventually the lack of treatment 
caught up to the District. In 1919, 
for the first time, sewage pollution 
forced the closure of clambeds in 
the harbor. At this point, the MDC 
took control of the sewage system. 
With continued growth and 
industrial pollution, the harbor 
continued to deteriorate. By 1933, 
all shellfish taken from the harbor 
had to be purified before being sold. 

Tt wasn't until 1940 that officials 


began thinking about treating the 
Taw sewage discharges. The number 
of discharge points was now three - 
Moon Island, Nut Island and Deer 
Island. It took 12 years before a 
treatment plant was completed on 
Nut Island to handle sewage from 
the southern communities in the 
District, The treatment, however, 
included only screening and 
settling. 

In 1958, the Wilmington Annual 
Town Meeting voted to accept an 
Act of the Legislature that allowed 
the town to join the MDC sewerage 
system. In the 1960s sewer pipes 
were laid from the existing 
terminus in Woburn to serve the 
industrial area along Wobum Street 
including AVCO. 

The initial treatment plant at Deer 
Island was completed in 1968 to 
serve the communities in the 
northern part of the District. Like 
the Nut Island plant, it provided 
minimal treatment. 

In the late 1970s and early 1980s, 
Wilmington extended its system to 
serve the Silver Lake area and the 
industrial area of North 
Wilmington. The town availed itself 
of the federal funds that existed at 
that time. Unfortunately, state 
officials dragged their feet applying 
for funds to upgrade the Deer Island 
plant. 

The MWRA was formed in 1985 
to take over the water and sewer 
system from the MDC. Because the 
level of treatment being. provided 
was below standards set by the 
Clean Water Act, a federal court 
mandated the construction of a 
more efficient treatment plant. By 
now the federal grants had dried up 
and the six billion dollar project had 
to be borne nearly entirely by rate 
payers. 

So here we are, after 110 years, 
facing a monumental financial 
burden, A burden that is being put 
on the shoulders of people in 43 
communities. We are now paying 
for years of neglect and political 
indifference.

wor of Tewksbury. The 

actual score was 23-14 with the 
Redmen winning - not too far off. 

In last year’s game the weather 
had alot to do with the outcome. It 
was so cold out that the two quarter- 
backs, Chris Snow of Tewksbury 
and Brian Tildsley of Wilmington 
had trouble gripping the ball. That 
was beneficiary to Tewksbury 
because their strong arm quarter- 
back kept dumping off short passes 
all morning long. 

However, this year’s game will 
also be determined by many factors 
including the weather, the two 
teams offensive and defensive lines, 
and also the secondaries of each 
teams. If the weather is reasonably 
nice, I expect a pretty high scoring 
affair on both sides. Tewksbury 
really hasn't exploded with their 
Offense this year because of key 
injuries, However, they have never 
been shutout this season, while, 
Wilmington has been shut out three 
times (Central Catholic, Billerica 
and Haverhill).

"The attitudes and the inténsity is 
alot better than they were at the start 
of the year,” said O'Neil. 

If the weather is like the way it 
was last year, the game will come 
down to who makes the Icast 
mistakes. Tewksbury has com- 
mitted many costly mistakes so far, 
They would either fumble the ball 
in a good drive or get called for a 
costly penalty which loses all of 
their momentum. 

Wilmington, on the other hand, 
has also made their share of 
mistakes, but, they don't turn the 


ball over as much. If the weather is 
nippy, it will be a close and low 
scoring game. 

The game indeed will be won on 
the line. Tewksbury's defense is 
alot better than Wilmington's if they 
are healthy. Greg Nota, George 
Rodgers, Scott Haddad and Ryan 


Minior are very quick and very 
aggressive. If Wilmington's offen- 
sive line can't contain them, it will 
be a long game for Wilmington 
quarterback Billy Harrison. 

"The game will definitely be won 
on the line," said Wilmington senior 
receiver Jay Iannachino. 

The final key to winning the game 
is the secondary of both teams, 
Wilmington has had their share of 
problems on secondary and it is no 
secret they must come up big if the 
Wildcats would like to win, 

Tewksbury's secondary also has to 
step up but their crew is alot faster 
than Wilmington's. 

"The teams are evenly matched, 
Our [Wilmington] defense must step 
up if we want to win. Our 
secondary has to have a big game,” 
said Wilmington's offensive and 
defensive tackle Matt Keddie. 

"I won't accept anything but a win. 

If we can pick it up on offense and 
defense and give it everything we 
have then we will win," said 
Tannachino. 

"I'm expecting a real good game. 
We have to come ready to play, and 


as of right now we are. If we havea 
good pass rush, stick together like 
we haye been and the intensity keeps 
rising then we will win," said 
O'Neil. 

As for Tewksbury, 
same way.

But, without receiver Ben Chris- 
topher, most of Torode's passes will 
probably be short oncs just like the 
ones of Snow were last year. 

Tewksbury has alot more weapons 
to go to than Wilmington does. Carl 
Cyr has stepped up very big as of 
late and he could come up big. 

Kevin Schmidt, a tight end, 
usually only has a few receptions a 
game but when he catches them he 
gains some very big yards. 
Co-captain Brian O'Keefe also will 
see some passes thrown his way. 

But, the trey combination of Dan

proposal to the town until 1991, 
when he was retired and able to 
devote more time to the project. 
"I thought it would be a nice 
thing for Reading," he said. 

Nice indeed. 

"I was astonished," said 
Reading Town Manager Peter 
Hechenbleikner, recalling his 
reaction to Burbank's proposal. 
"It's a once in a lifetime offer 
for the community. Mr. Burbank 
is a gentleman of the highest 
order obviously with the interest 
of the community at heart." 

The rink was constructed on 
a 15-acre lot formerly the home 
of missile silos. A few old build- 
ings were cleared off the lot and 
the silos were filled in. 
Hechenbleikner credits Ed 
Markey's office for pushing up a 
planned environmental cleanup 
of the site. 

In addition, the former dirt 
road leading to the site has been 
replaced by a paved roadway 
and sidewalks. MassPort 
Director Steve Tocco, a Reading 
resident, helped out with land- 
ing a $250,000 state grant for 
construction of the new rink 
access road. "He was instrumen- 
tal," Burbank says. 

The rink, which is managed 
by the Reading Ice Arena 
Authority (RIAA), should turn a 
profit in no time after paying off 
loans and establishing an 
account for repairs and mainte- 
nance. Hechenbléikner hopes 
the profits will be rolled into 
other recreational uses in town. 
A future consideration is the 
vacant field located behind the 
rink. Like other towns, Reading 
needs more open space and the 
vacant lot would make a great 
ball field or playground.

mention their own private lock- 
er room.

The caller simply 
dials the “800” number listed on 
the card. The system will 
prompt them to enter the per- 
sonal identification number 


(PIN) listed on the card. 

The system instantly verifies 
the PIN, the user is informed of 
the available spending balance 


and is given a dial tone to make 
a local, domestic or internation- 
al call. It does not matter 
whether the caller subscribes to 
AT&T, MCI, Sprint, Metromedia 
or any other long-distance call- 
ing carrier. 


There are three types of MS 
Calling Cards that are available. 
The Junior Saver card allows 30 
minutes of calling time for a $15 


donation. The Special Saver 
card allows 60 minutes of calling 
time for a $25 donation. The 
Super Saver card allows 140 
minutes of calling for a $50 
donation. It does not qnatter 
whether the caller dials Dallas 


or Denver, the card entitles the 
caller to the same amount of 
time on the phone.

which is critical in reducing the 
duration of longterm pain 
known as postherpetic neuralgia 
that can last for weeks, months 
or years after shingles occur. 

“This is an important pro- 
gram for all our seniors because 
if they understand the early 
signs they can seek immediate 
treatment which can reduce the 
amount of time they might suf- 
fer from severe pain,” said 
Boston Mayor Thomas Menino. 

Shingles is a painful infec- 
tious disease caused by reactiva- 
tion of the varicella zoster virus 
(VZV), the same virus that 
causes chicken pox. Anyone who 
has had chicken pox - at least 90 
percent of all adults - can devel- 
op shingles. Shingles primarily 
affects persons over age 50, or 
those with compromised 
immune systems such as 
patients with HIV, lymphoma, 
Hodgkin's disease or other can- 
cers, 

Harly symptoms of shingles 
can include a localized tingling 
sensation, numbness and sharp 
or burning pain that within days 
or weeks progresses to a blister- 
like rash that occurs in the 
same area as the pain. In most 
cases blisters appear in a band 
across the torso, but they may 
occur on the face, head or on 
other parts of the body.

Ya’ gotta love it. 

That’s meant literally, 
because if you aren't a Trekkie, 
this movie has a 50/50 chance of 
putting you to sleep. 

On the plus side is an ami- 
able cast with that comfortable 
camaraderie that makes them 
easy to watch. This movie also 
blends the old and the new, as 
three members of the original 
“Star Trek” and movies join 
forces with the cast of “Star 
Trek: The Next Generation.” 
But, the plot is complicated and 
convoluted to the point that you 
find yourself staring at William 
Shatner’s hair helmet and won- 
dering about The Scene. 


‘Anyone who has ever watched 
any of the TV programs or 
Trekkie movies will recognize 
The Scene. It occurs on the 
bridge, just as the space ship 
collides with another: object and 
everyone is tossed wildly about. 
No one, of course, is wearing a 
seat belt. For intelligent folk, 
these futuristic adventurers 
always miss a very basic point. 

Okay, so its a minor detail 
and mentioning it will surely 
irritate the Trekkie contingent. 


. The point, of course, is that you 


are never swept up in this galac- 
tic adventure, even if much 
thought is put into the charac- 
ters. There is a funny, rather 
delightful sub-plot involving Lt. 
Commander Data (Brent 
Spiner) an android who yearned 
for human emotions the seven 
seasons of “The Next 
Generation.” 

Admittedly, it is amusing to 
watch William Shatner overact 
his way through another “Star 
Trek” adventure. It is also fun to 
see the cast and crew of “The 
Next Generation” on a large 
screen. Not fun enough, howev- 
er, to justify a storyline so over- 
wrought you can barely follow 
it. 

Malcolm McDowell is the 
long-lived alien antagonist who 
would do anything to get back to 
The Nexus, a force field that 
envelopes you and produces end- 
less euphoria. McDowell’s char- 
acter has ‘joined forces with a 
renegade band of Klingons who 
blow up anything in their path, 
including inhabited planets, in 
order to alter the Nexus’ orbit. 

This seemingly simple plot is 
muddled with confusing time 
travel and rules about the Nexus 
that seem to be made up as the 
story squeaks along. You really 
have to pay attention, maybe 
even keep a little chart, to stay 
on top of the plot twists and 
complications. Also, McDowell’s 
character, as interesting as any 
Trekkie villain, is given short 
shrift. On the other hand, 
Whoopi Goldberg’s character,

the bar tender Guinan, seems to 
have had her part elongated, but 
for little purpose. 

If anything, this movie makes 
one feel a little blue. It’s sad to 
see the make-up and hairspray 
holding Captain Kirk, Scotty 
and Chekov together. It’s sad to 
see the crew of “The Next 
Generation” end their TV run 
for this overblow piece of 
malarkey. It’s sad to see mil- 
lions of dollars squandered on 
special effects when a stronger 
plot would have cured most ills, 
Let’s just say this is not Pop 
Culture’s finest outing.
